of the Pennsylvania Historical as- 
sociation. The luncheon will be held 
coincident with the annual observ- 


Gettysburg organization, is "proud 
of its son," the Rev. Mr. Blum, pas- 
tor of Trinity Reformed church, 
York, noted. 


"Individual initiative is the basis 


of our civilization," the York pastor 
said, "but it needs something more.

Rotary existed as 
a sort of mutual aid organization. 


"But it was not long before the 


idealism of Rotary began to broaden. 
By 1912. the objectives of Rotary 
had been increased to stress service 
to the nation and by 1923, it was 
service to the world. This spirit of 
service is one example of putting 
the plus in individual initiative."

SIX-DAY BEAR 


SEASON OPENS 


Harrisburg, Nov. 14 <£>)—Pennsyl- 


vania's nimrods trained their sights 
on bigger game as the six-day bear 
season opened today. 


The state Game Commission esti- 


mated that more than 100,000 hunt- 
ers would be making the trek to the 
north-central part of the state 
where the bruins usually are found 
in more abundance. 


Last year hunters returned with 


478 bears, a drop from the 1947 total 
of 569. The record kill in any one 
year was posted in 1924 when 929 
were killed. 


The core of Pennsylvania's bear 


country is along the New York bor- 
der in Potter and Tioga counties 
and parts of Bradford. 
McKean, 


Sullivan, Lycommg and Cameron 
counties where the woodland is 
heavy. 


However, bears have been killed 


as far away from there as Warren, 
Pike, Forest, Elk, Jefferson, Centre, 
Susquehanna, 
Wayne, 
Wyoming, 


Lackawanna and Columbia counties. 


In fact, the largest bear on record 


as being killed in the Keystone state 
was brought down near Milford in 
Pike county in the 1920's. It weighed 
538 pounds and measured eight feet 
from nose to tail. 


The bag limit this year is one 


bear over one year old for each 
hunter or two for each hunting 
party of three or more.

TRUMAN SAYS 
EUROPE MUST 
LOWER PRICES 


By STERLING F. GREEN 
Washington, Nov. 15 <Ar>- Presi­ 
dent Truman today sent to Congress 
a Marshall Pian report declaring 
that Europe must lower its prices 
to compete in the United States 
market for the American consumer's 
eiollar. 
“The United States, of course, 
must be* willing to accept greater 
competition from European suppliers 
to order to help Europe pay its way,’’ 
said the study

by

Economic Cooperation Administra­ 
tion. 
Even if European sales in the 
United S lates were doubled—thus j 
restoring 
Europe’* pre-w ar share 
of this m arket—the volume would 
represent less than one per cent of 
this country’s total output and would 
“only be scratching the surface of 
the American m arket,” 
Congress 
was told. 
Incentive Needed 
“The participating countries must | 
intensify their export drive to the j 
dollar areas if they are to attain 
independence 
from 
extraordinary 
outside assistance,’’ the report went 1 
on. 
"This will require on Hie part of 
many European businessmen a re- j 
organization of factory methods, in­ 
stallation of new and more efficient 
machinery’ in order to reduce costs, I 
greater attention to merchandising 
and 
advertising, 
redesigning 
of j 
products 
and 
packaging 
to suit 
American 
preferences, and a de- | 
term ination to serve American cus­ 
tomers with the care and attention 
they receive from American pro­ 
ducers.’’ 
It a Lso will be necessary, the re­ 
port said. for the M arshall Plan 
countries to give their exporters in­ 
centives to enter the tough Amer­ 
ican m arket.
